They awoke in "good spirits" 


todav and underwent a 45-min- 
ute medical exam. 


After the thorough throat and 


nasal exam, the doctors pro- 
nounced the pilots improved but 
felt it wise to delav the flight to 
give them plenty of time to re- 
cover and tc rest for what has 
been termed the most complex 
man in space flight ever at- 
tempted.

Scott and 
Schweickart checked in with the 
same symptoms later, but Ber- 
ry did not believe they caught 
the colds from McDivitt but that 
all three got them from the 
same source. 


McDivitt and Scott felt well 


enough in the afternoon to re- 
hearse in a spacecraft trainer. 
But Schweickart remained in 
the crew quarters. 


All three Apollo 7 pilots suf-

(s Criticized 
From All Sides 


Positive Steps 
Needed to Combat 
'Immoral' Image

NEW YORK (AP) - Profes- 


sionally skilled at convincing 
the public of the utility or value 
or pleasure to be found in thou- 
sands of products, today's ad- 
vertising people seem, neverthe- 
less, to have difficulty selling 
themselves. 


Criticism of industry is abun- 


dant today. The insurers, auto- 
makers, 
tire 
manufacturers, 


drug companies, television pro- 
ducers, food packers and so on 
have been sharply criticized, 
sometimes unfairly. 


Much of the criticism comes 


from a public that has grown 
much more aware of marketing 
practices through congressional 
investigations and Ralph Nader 
and their own unhappy experi- 
ences with products with better 
images than performance. 


What makes the ad people 


especially uncomfortable is that 
they share in the criticism of 
any industry, because it is they 
who publicize the products and 
to a degree maintain the image. 


The present criticism, howev- 


er, seems to be more direct. 
Rather than being hurt by fall- 
out from attacks on other in- 
dustries, the advertisers now 
seem to feel they, themselves, 
are under attack. 


Critics More Vocal 


Speaking recently in Wash- 


ington before the llth Annual 
Conference on Government Af- 
fairs, Walter Terry, chairman 
of the American Advertising 
Federation, commented: 


"In spite of the many positive 


steps we and other advertising 
associations have taken, our 
critics seem to multiply and be- 
come more vocal." 


During the past year, said 


Terry, "advertising itself stood 
accused of escalating the vio- 
lence in the United States, of en- 
couraging industrial monopoly, 
or promoting racism, of encour- 
aging the use of lethal weapons 
among children and, finally, of 
controlling the outcome of a na- 
tional election." 


The list of complaints, just or 


unjust, could go on, for criti- 
cism seems to build upon criti- 
cism: Advertising promotes cig- 
arette smoking that could be in- 
jurious to health; it promotes 
automobile speed, with conse- 
quences to health even more 
conclusive. 


More Federal Controls 


Terry scored some of the 


charges and warned of the in- 
creasing willingness of govern- 
ment to regulate and control tlie 
advertising industry. But it was 
his explanation of the growing 
criticism that revealed the in- 
dustry's failure. 


The reason, said Terry, was a 


"gross 
misunderstanding" of 


advertising's role in society, a 
reason that could hardly be 
more basic and hardly less un- 
derstandable, considering that it 
is advertising's role, among 
many, to teach. 


"The Role of Advertising" has 


been 
the 
subject of 
many 


speeches in the past few years, 
but some of the remarks con- 
tained therein express the frus- 
tration of telling the story ade- 
quately. 


A couple of years ago a top 


adman, 
Andrew 
Kershaw, 


chairman of Ogilvy & Mather 
(Canada) expressed his feelings 
in a talk to newsmen of various 
media. 
tt 
Some critics, he said, rest 


their case on moral grounds, 
and he emphasized these words 
that follow: 
"I have always failed to un- 


derstand why persuasion in poli- 
tics, religion or philosophy is 
moral and persuasion in selling 
immoral." 
From All Directions 


The fact is that advertising 


assumes so many roles, per- 
vades so much of life, is in- 
volved in so many decisions, 
that it can also be criticized 
from almost any direction and 
on almost any level: practical, 
moral, ideological. 


Aside from the difficult chore 


of trying to change opinions on 
such fundamental issues, of de- 
fending its role as a mover of 
goods and maintaining its im- 
age, the industry is concerned 
about involvement from another 
area: taxes. 


Advertising is taxed m at 


least two states. New Mexico 
applied it's tax more than 30 
yes rs ago. Iowa has a relatively 
new 3 per cent ad tax, to be 
paid by the person or group 
placing the ad. 


The Iowa tax was upheld as 


constitutional three months ago 
by the Iowa Supreme Court in a 
decision that some admen fear 
might lead to similar taxes in 
other states by revenue-hungry 
legislatures. 


The ad people, therefore, 


seem to have their work cut out 
for them. It will Involve sound, 
convincing advertising of adver- 
tising's role In society.

Designers determine pattern 


measurements by adding extra 
amounts to the basic body 
measurements determined by 
the United States Department of 
Commerce body specifications. 


The amounts added may be 


oversize — extra material add- 
;d to the garment so it fits 
:omfortably around the body. 
For example, designers will 
make topcoats larger than sport 
shirts allowing for space that 
underclothes will take. 


The designer may also add 


extra amounts of material re- 
flecting his concept of comforl 
and current fashion trends. Slim 
trousers are an example.

Other factors also influence 


fit. Fabric variation causes size 
variation.

Manufacturers are constantly 


trying to improve the fit of

Stoner, a social studies teacher, 
listens to guest lecturers on 
contemporary government and 
social issues each week. 


"The child in the ghetto is a 


unique individual," Miss Bey 
said, adding slum environment 
causes special problems. 


Communication Lack 


"Language is not used as it is 


In your homes," 
she said. 


Grunts and shouted orders often 
replace well-organized commu- 
nication. Because of the en- 


vironment, many children fail to 
develop thought patterns vital to 
success in school. 


"When he (the ghetto child) 


comes to school, he brings 
problems," she #aid. Often stu- 
dents may be neglected and 
hungry — or sleepy because 
arguing p a r e n t s kept them 
awake, she said. 


Miss Bey said a learning gap 


is caused because children lack 
ability to visualize a problem, 
are unable to cope with teaching 
methods and have little motiva- 
tion.

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The Legislators React 


The voices 
of the 
clerks in the 


legislature grew hoarse in recent days as 
bundles of bills inspired by state university 
campus disturbances, demonstrating angry 
reactions of legislators, were introduced 
and delivered to the printer. 


Some of them are obviously punitive. 


Some contain ideas and proposals that will 
be forgotten when tempers cool. The lot of 
them, perhaps, reflect the increasing con- 
cern of the private citizens of Wisconsin, 
communicated to their senators and as- 
semblymen, about some of the inexcusable 
goings-on at the University of Wisconsin 
and other tax-supported higher education 
institutions lately. 


But we cannot avoid some amusement 


in the phrasing of one of the proposed 
measures, bearing the formidable total of 
names of 22 authors. 


It proposes to forbid any member of the 


faculty or administration at the University 
of Wisconsin to "endeavor in any way to 
recruit nonresident students to matricu- 
late at the university." 


And then it adds: 
"This section shall not apply to athletic 


department personnel." 


Those lawmakers have not lost their 


sense of values altogether. Nonresidents 
are not welcome, they declare, but let's not 
let a promising fullback or pass receiver 
from Newark, or Chicago, or Pawtucket 
get away from us, at all costs. 


The Education of the Indian 


An article in the New Republic maga- 


zine,' written by Daniel Henninger and 
Nancy Esposito, deplores the status of 
schools for Indian children that come 
under the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 


There are 55.000 Indian children in 


such schools. 60 per cent of them boarding 
students between the ages of 6 and 16. Only 
one per cent of the students go on to finish 
college. The runaways are many and the 
suicide rate 
is 
11 times 
the national 


average. Many more try to escape the 
reality through glue-sniffing, alcohol and 
gasoline sniffing. There have been several 
tragic cases of runaways and drunken 
youngsters found frozen to death. 


A major fault of the Indian schools is 


that they try to turn the youngsters into 
white, middle class Americans and pay no 
attention to the Indian culture, history or 
heritage. The children are discouraged 
from using their native languages or 
putting up their own decorations in the 
bare, impersonal dormitories. Parents are 
not encouraged to visit. "Dress, too, is 
strictly regulated. The system makes indi- 
vidualizing one's appearance or environ- 
ment fairly impossible. Beneath all the 
regulations is the BIA's implicit concept of 
the children; all Indians are alike." 


Such an educational 
atmosphere 
is 


contrary to all the more recent ideas of the 
educating process. 


In contrast are the techniques used at 


the Rough Rock Demonstration School in 
northern Arizona which is jointly funded 
by the BIA and the Office of Ecomomic 
Opportunity. Here there is daily instruction 
in Navajo culture, history and language. 
Indian teachers and other Navajos have 
helped in the preparation of texts and art 
materials. There are enough counselors, 
and parents are encouraged to visit and to 


live in the dorms with their children for 
eight week periods. 


One private school for almost 600 


Cheyenne and Crow children is similarily 
trying to bridge the gap between Indian 
and white cultures. St. Labre Indian School 
in Montana announces that it is "modern 
not only in design but primarily in its 
methods of teaching and curriculum. Team 
teaching is being employed in the primary 
classes. Each child is given every oppor- 
tunity to develop his particular talents. He 
is given the personal attention he needs to 
succeed. St. Labre became a pioneer in the 
Indian field by establishing a remedial 
reading program in cooperation with the 
federal government." 


And perhaps of the greatest importance, 


"in its educational program, St. Labre has 
recognized the conflict between the values 
cf the white man and the Indian. It has 
developed its own curriculum which com- 
bines the best of both white and Indian 
cultures." St. Labre also has a Head Start 
program. 


White America's neglect of the Indian 


may have stemmed from something of an 
unconscious guilt feeling following the 
years of persecution. It has also been racial 
in nature and probably sometimes the 
result of apathy and lack of information. 
But as far as possible schools should be 
developed in the Indian neighborhoods so 
that young children do not have to be away 
from their homes even on week days. And 
most definitely, Indian culture, history and 
language should be a considerable part of 
the curriculum. 


In fact there is a need for texts in all 


American schools that more realistically 
discuss the contributions of the Indian to 
American history and the truth about the 
conflicts 
between 
whites 
and 
Indians 


during all the Indian wars. 


No Talks With Red China 


In breaking off the proposed meeting at 


Warsaw between American and Chinese 
representatives, the Peking regime claimed 
that the defection of the former Chinese 
charge d'affaires at the Hague, Liao Ho-shu, 
to the United States was contrived by the 
United States and that talks could not 
proceed in the anti-Chinese atmosphere 
thus created. But however upset the 
Chinese leaders may have been by the 
defection, it was clearly only an excuse. 
Instead it appears that the disastrous 
effects of the cultural revolution have not 
yet been eased enough to permit the 
meeting. 


Currently there is only one ambassador 


from Peking in another country. The others 
have been called back during the last year 
for instructions but have not yet been 
permitted to return to their posts. Both 
Canadian and Italian probes toward recog- 
nition of the Peking regime have met with 
silence. So although information is difficult 
lo get from China, it appears that despite 
the tougher army attitude toward the 
extremists of the cultural revolution, there 
is still considerable unrest in China. 


Mao Tse-tung has announced intentions 


of holding the ninth party congress soon, a 
move that could be dangerous for his 
control. So although it was the Chinese who 
suggested the resumption of the talks in 
Warsaw, it seems likely now that criticism 
of a soft line toward the United States 
combined with internal problems 
has 


deterred them. 


The change may also be due to the 


continued conflict between Moscow and 
Peking. The Chinese have been highly 
critical of any moves between the United 


States and 
the 
Soviet Union toward 


conciliation. It may be that more doc- 
trinaire Chinese fear that the Warsaw 
meetings might enable Russia to make the 
same charges against Peking. Aod this may 
be specially so in view of the obvious 
enthusiasm of the Nixon Administration 
for a resumption of the talks. 


Secretary of State William Rogers had 


dispatched to Warsaw two Chinese experts 
to give assistance to the American Ambas- 
sador. He said that the Ambassador, Walter 
Stoessel, Jr., had been prepared to make 
"constructive suggestions" concerning the 
"exchange of reporters, scholars, scientists, 
and scientific information, and the regular- 
ization of postal and telecommunications 
problems." The Chinese may be wary of 
these moves toward peaceful co-existence 
since the United 
States serves 
as a 


convenient target for wrath and an excuse 
for 
just about 
anything 
the 
Chinese 


Communist leaders want to do. Their 
original terms for peaceful coexistence, set 
up in the mid-1950's and rejected then by 
the United States, no longer seem extreme 
but they have added that the United States 
"withdraw immediately all its armed forces 
from China's Taiwan Province and the 
Taiwan 
Straits 
and 
dismantle all its 


military installations in Taiwan Province," 
something obviously unacceptable to the 
United States. 


The Nixon Administration attitude to- 


ward resuming relations with China is 
encouraging. But there have to be conces- 
sions from Peking as well and it appears 
that they must wait until domestic affairs 
in China settle down somewhat more.

A Word Edgewise 
De Gaulle's Idea of Diplomacy 
Akin to Game of Seven-Card Stud 


BY JOHN P. ROCHE 


When F r e n c h President 


Charles de Gaulle set off a 
diplomatic grenade on the eve 
o! President Richard Nixon's 
visit to Europe, a number of 
people suggested it was con- 
clusive proof that the old man 
had achieved full senility. I 
strongly disagree. The fact is 
that de Gaulle's fundamental 
course was charted during 
World War II. and his mem- 
oirs provide us with a clear 
reading of his major assump- 
tion: that international politics 
is a zero-sum game. In practi- 
cal terms, this means that de 
r-aul]e believed, and still be- 
lieves, that the only way 
France can achieve greatness 
is at the expense of everyone 
else, allies included. There can 
be no shared "Grandeur"; in a 
zero - sum game (e.g., seven- 
card stud) there is only one 
winner and all the others are 
his victims. 


There is nothing n o v e l 


about this concept. It was the 
classic view of diplomacy in 
the 16th and 17th centuries and 
led to countries shifting sides 
in the middle of the war, to 
Catholic nations working with 
the Turks against other Catho- 
lic nations, and to all sorts of 
mysterious shenanigins. The 
problem we have may be 
likened to that of a suburban 
doctor in 1969 confronted with 
a case of cholera: it is hard to 
diagnose an archaic malady. 
CONSISTENT PATTERN 


But if we start with the 


proposition 
that de Gaulle 


believes that France can be- 
come powerful only if every- 
one else is pushed down, we 
get a quite consistent pattern 
of b e h a v i o r . Outside of 
Europe, what this policy has 
amounted to is the effort to 
prevent any stable spheres of 
influence 
from 
emerging — 


or, alternatively, of trying to

disrupt those that do exist.

De Gaulle, for instance, has 


made two excursions into the 
Western hemisphere. In the 
first, a few years back, he

wandered around Latin Amer- 
ica indicating that Latin civili- 
zation was highly preferable to 
domination by the "Anglo- 
Saxons." The Latin Americans 
were charmed by his rhetoric, 
but persisted in asking what 
the French were prepared to 
pay to support this new cul- 
tural alignment. That ended 
that. More recently, de Gaulle 
gave strong endorsement to 
the French separtists who arc 
trying to tear Canada apart, 
another shot at the Anglo- 
Saxons. 


He has been accused of 


inconsistency in the Middle 
East, but again because critics 
have not grasped his working 
thesis. He wanted an Israel 
strong enough to disrupt the 
Arab world, not an Israel 
which, by its power, could 
generate Arab unity, a tight 
Arab-Soviet a l l i a n c e , and 
American involvement in the 
area. A b e s i e g e d Israel 
merited French support; a 
militant Israel became in his 
eyes an instrument of Ameri- 
can power. 


Without boring the reader 


with further details, I think it 
is fair to say that de Gaulle's 
support for the Vietcong, for 
Biafra, and for the Republic of 
South Africa is cut from the 
same cloth. He even tried the 
gambit in Eastern Europe, but 
got put down rather hard in 
Poland. 
DE GAULLE STRUCK BACK 


President Nixon's greeting 


from de Gaulle was therefore 
hardly startling, unless one 
believes that the problems 
Presidents Kennedy and John- 
son had 
with the 
French 


"emperor" arose from mis- 
understanding, pique, and the 
war 
i n Vietnam. 
A 
new 


Administration has, of course, 
the right to blame its difficul- 
ties on its predecessors. God 
knows, we engaged in that 
sport. The important question 
is: Do they believe their own 
press releases? 


De Gaulle's latest maneuver 


was (as the French insist) 
quite predictable. In the last 
few weeks he has seen two 
events that suggested a tight- 
ening of NATO and an effort 
to isolate France: the strong 
statement of British-German 
accord which emerged from 
the Wilson-Kiesinger meeting, 
and the London meeting of the 
Western E u r o p e a n Union 
( w h i c h he boycotted). A 
Western Europe unified with- 
out France might be in a 
position to talk turkey with an 
American President so de 
Gaulle, with a vested interest 
in chaos, struck back. One can 
hope that Mr. Nixon's reintro- 
duction of French wines in the 
White House will endear him 
to "Charles le Grand," but 
nothing short of our turning in 
our chips as a world power 
could significantly alter the 
viewpoint of the French Presi- 
dent.

Wisconsin Report 
Some Legislation to 
Clarify Bribery Law 
Still Seems Necessary 


By JOHN WYNGAARD 


MADISON — The intricacies 


of law on bribery of public 
officials, as shown in develop- 
ments of the last year, are 
difficult and hazardous thick- 
ets for the laity. Yet questions 
have arisen about the act of 
the Assembly killing a bill 
represented as plugging loop- 
holes in the existing statute as 
cited in recent court decisions, 
including the assertion that a 
man cannot be convicted un- 
less the prosecutor can prove 
that the defendant had a 
criminal intent. 


That some persons regard

the entire situation with skep- 
ticism and doubt is not sur- 
prising, since the statute in- 
volved was reworked by a blue 
ribbon committee of experts 
only about a decade ago, and 
the members of the Supreme 
Court themselves were divided 
on the proper interpretation of 
the law.

That the Assembly voted 


down a new and supposedly 
more easily understood version 
of the anti-bribery law may 
have related to considerations 
of party loyalty. The measure 
was brought in by a Demo- 
crat, and the roll call showed 
a virtually complete partisan 
division. It is not difficult to 
imagine that some Republi- 
cans found the issue difficult, 
but that they also hesitated to 
cast a vote that might have 
been interpreted by the public 
as finding guilty two of their 
friends and colleagues who 
had successfully d e f e n d e d 
themselves in the courts. 


The inexpert outsider is 


tempted to suggest that if a 
prosecutor is certain enough 
that a public officer lias acted 
improperly, he should be able 
to find the witnesses who can 
testify for sufficient evidence 
to persuade a court or a jury. 
Surely that is an essential 
requirement in the prosecution 
of other alleged offenses. 


But, as noted, these are 


tricky technical questions for 
the legally unschooled. Thus 
t h e professional "legislature 


watcher is inclined to 
that something in the way of 
legislation is probably needed 
— if only tc remove the doubts 
and suspicions that may have 
been aroused by the lurid 
proceedings involving the ac- 
cusations against two promi- 
nent members of the legisla- 
ture during the last two years. 


BRINGS IN CODE 


A man 
who has given 


considerable thought to the 
matter is Assemblyman Stan- 
ley York of River Falls. He. 
has now brought in his own 
bill to establish a statutory 
code of ethics for legislators, 
and all other public officials. . 


A key provision would pro- 


hibit any public official from 
having any interest in sub- 
stantial conflict with his public, 
duties and functions and from 
accepting a gift or favor that 
might impair his judgment on 
official matters. There would 
be a board of ethics to handle 
possible complaints a b o u t 
legislators, and another to 
cover other officials. Both 
would have broad powers to 
investigate and hold hearings 
on complaints of violations. 


The heart of the defense of 


the two men indicted two years 
ago was their claim that they 
had accepted 
reimbursement 


for expenses incurred in travel 
and speechmaking on subjects 
related to their constituents' 
concerns. No doubt pondering 
that matter, York has offered 
a rule that would forbid any 
legislator to accept any outside

A p o s s i b 1 e improvement 


here would be an amendment 
incorporating a suggestion by 
Ycrk two years ago — that in 
such instances the legislator 
involved make a report for the 
record. 


Whatever the merit of the 


arguments about the prolonged 
litigation involving the two 
legislators earlier, the York 
proposals appear reasonable, 
workable, and perhaps mini- 
mum requirements for public 
reassurance.

tice Hugo Black spent 20 min-

his longevity,"

And yet, as he always does, 
he disclaimed any. immediate 
plan to retire.

State Broadcasters 
Association First 
To Endorse Plan 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - The 


Wisconsin Broadcasters Associ- 
ation endorsed Wednesday the 
voluntary statement 
of prin- 


ciples and guidelines for cover- 
ing crime news drawn up by the 
V/isconsin Bar-News M e d i a 
Joint Committee. 


In approving the statement 


and guidelines, the association's 
board of directors became the 
first organization in the state to 
do so. The action came at the 
second day of the group's two- 
day meeting. 


Under the statement, the bar 


and news media hold that ac- 
cess to legitimate information 
involving the administration of 
justice is as vital to the public's 
concern in crime stories as is 
guaranteeing the suspect and 
the state a fair trial "free of 
perjudicial information and con- 
duct." The same principles will 
apply to civil proceedings. 


The statement holds that "the 


public is entitled to know how 
justice is being administered." 


Guidelines in criminal pro- 


ceedings call for making public 
the defendant's name, age, resi- 
dence and other factual back- 
ground material, the substance 
or text of the charge, the iden- 
tity of the investigating and ar- 
resting agency, the nature of the 
investigation where appropriate 
and 
the 
circumstances 
sur- 


rounding an arrest. 


Warnings Against Opinions 
The guidelines include warn- 


ings against opinions about a de- 
fendant's character, his guilt or 
innocence, admissions and con- 
fessions, references to investiga- 
tive proceedings, such as finger- 
printing and lie detector tests, 
statements concerning the cred- 
ibility of prospective witnesses 
and opinions concerning evi- 
dence. 


Arville 
Schaleben, an

sociate editor of The Milwaukee 
Journal and co-chairman of the 
joint media-bar committee, told 
the 
broadcasters that many 


guidelines in other states state 
tilings negatively. 


"We want wherever possible 


lo state things in a positive 
way," he said.
